A ene has been made several times in 
these columns, and seems to us worth considering. 
The Leviathan is as yet only ashell. Excepting 
that it has not even its engines on board, it is 
exactly in that state to which, at great difficulty 
and cost, the Agamemnon and Niagara have been 
reduced for this-service. In the Leviathan any 
length of cable that could possibly be required 
could be held and stowed in the manner most con- 
venient for paying out. The pitch of that huge 
vessel will be quite inconsiderable in the roughest 
seas, and the strain on the cable will, therefore, 
be uniform. Sufficient length may be taken on 
board for the most, lavish use of the cable, even 
to twice the distance frem one shore to the 
other. It is plain we must not be stingy of 
material, if we are to succeed. The ingenious 
writers who enlighten the public on the wonders 
of the deep, tel! us that currents carry the 
cable miles out of the ship’s course before 
it touches the bottum ; that, ever so freely payed 
out, the cable probably hangs in festoons from one 
submarine ery nape to another; and that, 
even if the cable is so fortunate as to escape the 
sharp edge of a precipice, mere suspension between 
two distant points may stretch it beyond its 
strength. If this be‘so, the more cable we have, 
within reason, the better. No ship atioat but the 
Leviathan could carry an ample supply for the 
whole distance. It alone could carry coals suffi. 
cient for paying out the whole cable at the rate of 
five, four, or three miles an hour, if necessary, 
and could afford, even in the midst of the process, 
to make any delays that might be thought advisa- 
ble. Whatever may be thought of this sugges- 
tion, we feel sure that nobody expects much from 
a fleet of four ships sailing out to rendezvous in 
the middle of the Atlantic to lay down one 
cable,—all the ships confessedly overtasked, and 
all of them reckoning upqn good weather and 
other favorable circumstances. There is a unit 
and simplicity about the undertaking which ill 
accords with so complex and hazardous a process. 

It is further to be considered that, as we are 
assured, even if this cable be successfully laid 
down more will be necessary. The transmission 
of messages by one cable will be too slow for the 
requirements of commerce. It may seem to 
many of our readers a mystery how people who 
have gone so long without any telegraphic com- 
munication with the New World sh ex 
serene m yi or

nce is not enough. The earliest op 
ty of sending messa and orders is not less ne- 
sary. — aid of our own columns 
every merchant in London might know the state 
of prices all over the United States, and, indeed, 
all over the whele American continent, every day, 
or every hour of the day; but that knowledge 
would be unavailing if the merchant had not also 
the means of ‘sending to his co mdents orders 
founded upon it. Hundreds at ends would be 
pressing not only to receive messages, but to send 
them ; and no doubt the great buik, perhaps 99- 
hundredths, of the messages transmitted would be 
of this private and uninteresting character. One 
cable would not do it. The Leviathan might be 
coustantly employed at the work, till cables 
enough had been laid down for the demands of 
commerce. We make this suggestion in all sim- 
plicity, and shall not be suspected of doing it in 
the interest of a private speculation, however me- 
ritorious, however unfortunate.

It it is to remain a slave importing 
country, we had as lief, nay rather, that it sh.wi 
pass into American hands. Patience and forbear- 
ance have been tired out, and the time has fairly 
arrived when we may: consider if we should not 
be playing our own game more wisely by standing 
still while the Cabinet at Washington carried out 
the long-cherished designs of the American peo- 
ple upon the Island of Cuba. 

What is Spain to us that we should interfere 
further to protect her colonial possessions? The 
only arguments which we are disposed to consider, 
after the treatment we have met with from succes- 
sive Cabinets’ at Madrid, are those which apply to 
our own interest and well-being. Looking at the 
question from this point of view, two arguments 
might be urged, but there is probably no great 
weight in either: It might be said, in the first 
place, that ‘it would be short-sighted policy in us 
to stimulate the progress of the United States 
in wealth and power, for the time may come when 
they may prove formidable antagonists to our- 
selves. This is but a paltry policy, after all ; for, 
whatever we may do, the vast Confederation on 
the other side of the Atlantic will go on increasing 
in strength and in extent of domjnion. We do not 
look grudgingly on this progress ; on the contrary, 
it is the best thing that can be wished for 
this country that the States should be a prosper- 
ous and a growing Power. If the statesmon who 
guide the desiigies.of the Confederation have but 
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the course of a year, in an island 
smaller than our own. Nohy short of 
the most open connivauce, or rat sanction, on 
the part of the-Spanish Government, can ade- 
peng explain the facts. Nor can we admit it to

Her possession of Cuba is 
not so undisputed that she can afford to dispense 
with the friendship of a great naval power, and it 
must surely be possible to make her aware that a 
total disregard of the interests of humanity, and a 
systematic violation of the engagements she has 
voluntarily entered into, is not the most certain 
method of securing either sympathy or aid from 
England.

The Guane Trade. 

On the 5th instant, the subject of the Peru- 
vian Guano Trade was introduced into the House 
of Commons, when Mr. Carrp said : 

“For some time the Peruvian Government had 
charged the English farmers for that article £2 per 
ton more than the Americans. He understood that 
since he had given notice of his ‘intention to ask 
this question, the price had been reduced £1 per 
ton; and he now wished to know whether Her 
Majesty’s Government would use their friendly 
offices with the Government of Peru to obtain a 
further reduction of the price. 

Mr. 8. Firz@rra.p replied that he had that day 
received a communication from the agent of the 
Peruvian Government, stating that the price of 
guano was to be reduced from £13 15s.to £12 a 
ton, [hear, hear,] a reduction which would save 
the agricultural interest of the country £400 000 
a year; and that in future the same price would 
be charged for the article in England and in 
America,”

Bomsay, Friday, June 4, 1858, 
The southwest monsoon is just setting in, and 
with it the usual accompaniment of rain-wind.

Think of the ther- 
mometer indicating 110° in the tents of the troops 
encamped upon the Esplanade! Poor fellows, they 
have a hard lot! but not to be compared with that of 
their brothers up country. Indeed, the season has 
been remarkably hot, and the sun has killed three, 
where the Sepoys have killed one. The Sepoys are 
not commanded by fools, and while the English troops 
are scouring the » exposing themselves to all 
the horrors of a hot weather campaign, the enemy, in 
their jungle fastnesses, look quietly on and smile ; 
for they know that they have nowan ally that fears 
In times 
past, we have been told that the rebels were con- 
quered but it’s long, long since we have heard the 
story. We readin the home papers, that “ the ene- 
my are disheartened,and fiyingtin all directions before 
the victorious columns of Sir Hven Rosz, Sir Com 
Campsait and Sir Hors Gaant.” It is true they fy, 
but it is from one stronghold to another, and when 
we are beginning to congratulate ourselves that at 
last they are shut up, they appear in another quarter 
with doubled anid trebled numbers, and doubled and 
trebled energy. Again, we learn from English and 
American papers that “ Nana Saunis is wandering a 
fugitive and vagabond over the land.” A curious 
“ fugitive and vagabond” that, who wandered about 
with 70,000 trained men at his heels, and able. to 
raise 100,000 more. I do not like to think ‘that this 
horrid rebellion isnot to be put down soon ; but there 
are things which stare us so plainly in the face, that 
we cannot say they are false. True, Lucknow is 
retaken, Barreilly is retaken, Shahjahanpore is re- 
lieved, and Calpee.is once more an English post, 
but where are the Sepoys? Inevery instance they 
have escaped, and scattering over the country, en- 
gaged the English in a guenilia warfare, thatisa 
thousand times more trying than a dozen hard- 
fought battles would be.

A day or twosince a small party of 
English engaged a detachment of Sepoys, and 
defeated them with a. loss of tweaty men 
and three guns; but while the former did 
notlose a man from the enemies’ bullets, ove” 
Sorty were struck dead by the sun. In another action, 
nearly every man in one company was more or less 
affected by sun-stroke—a large number being killed 
outright. And, may I. ask, how is it possibile fora 
white man to live in the sun when 115° and 120° is 
no uncommon mark in their tents ? 
Still again: the mutinies are not atan end. Do 

you think it is love forthe English that bas caused 


the Bomber native infantry to remaia faithful? Far 
from it. e happened to have a man hee at the 
head of affairs, and Lord Expainstong hag shown 
himself equal to the emergency.

CuizvE.anD, Ohio, Saturday, July 17, 1858, 
In writing from ‘Niagara, I gave you rather 
an encouraging prospect im regard to the crops of 
Western New-York, and better times among all 
classes. Since then I have traversed the princi- 
pal agricultural regions of Northern and Middle 
Ohio, and the prospects of an abuadant harvest 
throughout this entire region will fully sustain the 
application ef my New-York impressions to 
the State of Ohio. In the southern portion of the 
State the wheat crop {is already harvested, and on 
the line of the Lake Shore road, from Buffalo to 
this place, three days ago, more than half the 
wheat was cut. New wheat was sold in this 
market a week ago, but not in any considerable 


pecuniary 

Asa class they are out of debt, and, being 
able to hold their products, refuse to part with 
them at selling rates. Most of the wool, and the 
quantity is very great, which finds a market in 
this city,is now held on commission by the 
dealers, the growers refusing to part with it at 
present ‘prices. I am particular in mention of 
this, that the responsibility, in part at least, of 
Western country merchants to meet their New- 
York paper may be placed where it belongs, upon 
the farmers, who both refuse to sell, and, plead- 
ing that in excuse, omit to pay ; while a mer- 
chant, who knows his customers to be safe, al- 
lows his note to go to protest rather than “ offend 
a customer” by forcing collection. If wheat after 
harvest should reach a dollar per bushel, it would 
come freely to market ; and, although there are 
thousands of bushels of last year’s crop still in 
the granaries of the farmers of this region, it is 
thought that they will still hold the new crop 
back, even at ninety cents. The folly of this 
needs no comment, for the aggregate crop in the 
West willeven exceed that of last year, except, 
perhaps, the corn crop in southern Indiana, Illi- 
nois, and portions of Iowa. I have never seen 
the potatoe crop look finer ; and it is said that in 
northern Ohio there is double the quantity usually 
planted. “Hay and Harvest” seem to be re- 
versed, the grain crops being harvested before the 
grasses. The quantity of hay this season is every- 
where abundant, and the present low rates of 
cattle East willinduee many not to send to mar- 
ket. Drovers complain of the indifference or re- 
lactance of farmers.to part with their stock ; if 
Fall prices do not advance for live stock, you 
stand a chance to get more packed beef» than any 
‘other from the Buckeye State. 
Trade appears dull—travel is light, and the only 
business which seems to be “ paying,” is hotel- 
keeping. The Express train out of Buffalo west 
on Thursday morning did not have a hundred pas- 
sengers, and the accident on the New-York and 
Erie gave them no connection at Dunkirk, conse-
